‘Youth Kick’ Over 
For Collin County 


The Collin County population has 
been undergoing a change in the last 
few years. It has stopped getting 
younger. 
Back in 1960 for every person in the 
area who was older than 32.9 years, 
there was one who was younger. 
That was the median age locally, as 
determined by the 1960 Census. 
Also, it was found, the median age 
was moving downward, year by year, 
which meant that the population as a 
whole was getting younger. It con­ 
tinued in that direction until 1971, 
when it reached 26.6 years. 
From then on, the age level has 
been on the rise. According to the 
latest figures from the Dept, of 
Commerce, the median age in Collin 
County is now approximately 27.4 
years. 
In the rest of the United States, by­ 
way of comparison, the reports place 
the median at 28.8 years. It is 27.2 
years in the State of Texas.

realization by younger m arried 
couples that rearing children in this 
complicated and expensive world 
presents big problems.” 
The general effect of the lower birth 
rate shows up in the Census Bureau’s 
so-called “ fertility ratio ,” which 
refers to the number of children under 
age five per 1,000 women of child­ 
bearing age. 
In Collin County, in 1960, this ratio 
was 472. It is now estimated at 415. 
Compared with many sections of the 
country, some of which have a ratio of 
no more than IOO, the local figure 
continues to be relatively high. 
Elsewhere in the United States, the 
average is 337. It is 352 in the State of 
Texas 


United Way Drive 
Goes Over 90% 


‘Cleanup Campaign Set 


The Plano United Way campaign 
now stands at more than 90 percent 
complete and a special “Cleanup 
Campaign” is scheduled this week to 
push the drive over its $56,790 goal 
“We’re now down to 49 cards to be 
worked and I'm getting together with 
some workers Monday to wind this up 
this week,’’ drive chairman John 
Crawford said “ I’m hoping to get five 
or six good workers to call on these 
individuals, but if anyone would like to 
volunteer to help, I sure won’t turn 
them down," he added 
According to Crawford, 
the 49 
remaining solicitations are mostly 
medical and professional people who 
contributed to the United Way 
campaign last year Crawford said 
that if those people are contacted and 
give the same amount as last year, 
United Way coffers will be close to 
$5500 richer. 
“As it stands right now, we’ve taken 
in $51,357, which is slightly more than 
90 percent of our goal," he pointed out 
“We still lack a little more than $5600, 
but I’m still confident we will reach 
and surpass our goal. All we need is 
for these people to be contacted.” 
Crawford also said that individual 
contributors have been quite generous 
with United Way during the past 
couple of weeks, with contributions 
running close to 70 percent ahead of 
what was contributed by the same 
people last year. 
“Of course, if these remaining 
people are as generous, then we ll 
have no problem attaining our goal,” 
Crawford projected. “We also will be 
receiving a contribution from U S 
Brass Co employes, but I don’t know 
how much that will be We probably 
should know within the next IO days, 
though,” he added.

Wives Start Anew 


By RAYMUNDO PEREZ 
DALLAS (UPI) — Evelyn had been 
married to her second husband three 
years the night he first came home 
drunk, barged into their bedroom, 
roused her from sleep and beat her. 


Evelyn left. She took her three sons 
and 3-month old daughter to a motel. 
Two days later her husband found her 
and pleaded for her to come home. 
“I’ll never do it again,” he said. 
Evelyn and the children went home. 
The beatings continued for the next 
six years. Last year, Evelyn finally 
left her husband and has since 
divorced him. 


I always knew when a beating was 
coming," she said. “He’dcriticize me. 
Each day it’d get a little worse. Then 
he'd come home drunk and give it to 
me.” 
Ruth’s husband slapped her oc­ 
casionally before they were married. 
She thought he was just a little hot- 
tempered Her parents warned her 
about him but Ruth, 18, married him 


anyway, slipping away to another 
state for the wedding 
A week later her husband beat her 
the first time. It continued for five 
years. Ruth would run away but her 
husband always found her. Last year 
Ruth, her husband and their son 
moved to Dallas to "start over 
again.” 


The beatings became worse and 
more frequent. 
“He was like two people. He would 
be okay one minute and then he’d turn 
into a different person. Everything 
would bother him and he’d beat me no 
matter what I said or did.” 


Ruth said the last straw came when 
he choked her unconscious 
Other 
times she said he almost killed her. 
Once he filled a bathtub full of hot 
water and stuck her head in it and 
once “he literally dragged me to the 
river by the hair and submerged my 
head He was swearing the whole time 
he’d kill me.” 
In August Ruth finally left. She 


found Women’s Help, an organization 
newly started to help battered wives 
She is temporarily living with a 
family, has a job with a computer 
instrument company and in a few 
weeks her divorce will be final 
Evelyn and Ruth are two women 
who have broken away from husbands 
who beat them and have sought help 
in starting new lives 
In the year since her divorce Evelyn 
has worked as a receptionist 
She 
recently quit her job to devote time to 
Women’s Haven in Fort Worth She 
and her four children now live in a 
modest suburban home. 
“We live in a little house and we are 
very poor,” said Evelyn “But we are 
very happy.” 
Ruth, too, feels a need to help other 
battered women. 
“ I think of the women who are going 
through what I did. I feel I can help I 
know how it feels to have your face 
puffed up twice its normal size — or to 
have your arm in a sling 
“I’ve been through hell ”

Too many tests 
for diabetes? 


By Lawrence E Lamb M D 


_D EA R DR LAMB - I am 
77 years of age and feel fine 
The doctor claims I have 
diabetes on the basis of tests 
although I have none of the 
symptoms such as thirst. 
weight loss or frequent urina­ 
tion He wants an expensive 
check every two months 
which I feel is excessive I 
test my urine which is sugar 
free 
Having spent over Si.JOO 
with this doctor and not show­ 
ing any symptoms I would ap­ 
preciate any advice you can 
offer 
DEAR REA D ER - The 
symptoms of diabetes you 
mention occur after the dis­ 
ease had advanced to the point 
that one is losing a lot of sugar 
in the urine Many diabetics 
are asymptomatic 
It is an 
oversimplification 
but the 
mildest diabetic has a normal 
fasting test, and diabetes is 
found only with blood tests 
taken after drinking sugar 
water or after eating 
The 
next most severe diabetic 
may have an abnormally high 
fasting blood glucose level 
Finally 
the more advanced 
diabetic will have symptoms 
The early diabetic is often 
overweight until the weight­ 
less phase begins 
It would be difficult to know 
if your doctor's charges are 
excessive or not without 
knowing all of your problems 
and what you have had done 
If you think you have been 
overcharged you should ask 
the doctor about it If you are 
still not satisfied I would 
suggest that you take the 
matter up with the county- 
medical society The society 
will have a board to handle 
such complaints and will 
review your case for you 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 3-11.

should I see about it'’ 
DEAR READER - I hate 
to use you as a bad example 
but that is what your case 
represents One can bum out 
warts from many locations or 
they can be cut out. but one 
shouldr. t do this with a plan­ 
tar wart Why*1 Because too 
often a painful scar develops, 
and then one has a sore foot 
Warts will disappear in time 
Even if it takes five or six 
years it is better to suffer with 
the wart and apply local treat­ 
ment to the bottom of the foot 
than it is to have it cut or 
burned out and suffer from a 
painful scar the rest of one s 
life 
I can t say how much can be 


done for your problem at this 
point However you should go 
to 
see 
an 
orthopedic 


specialist He may be able to 
help you He will also know 
what can be done about that 
painful hip 


Your problem illustrates 


another feature of the 
skeleton If you have foot trou­ 
ble it may affect how you 
walk, your balance and even 
the alignment of your spine all 
the way to the head Your feet 
are the foundation of your 
skeleton If you get them out 
of kilter it is like disturbing 
the foundation of a house, and 
the whole structure is

Lincoff Finds Park Weeds Edible

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI) 
- 
Gary Lincoff from time to 
time chops away at the 
unsightly Japanese knot­ 
weed in Manhattan’s Central 
Park, takes it home £nd eats 
it. 
He may also pluck some 
c a ttails from the p a rk 's 
murky 
lake, 
crush 
their 
flowers and use the fine, 
yellow pollen to bake a 
delicious bread. 
Lincoff is a back-to-nature 
food forager with 
a dif­ 
ference — he gathers more 
than IOO varieties of wild 
greens, fruits, nuts, roots 
and mushrooms in New York 
City, sometimes just a few 
yards away from the roar of 
rush-hour traffic. 
Not only does he transform 
them into such tempting 
dishes 
as 
acorn 
steak 
nicoise, flower fritters or nut 
hamburgers, but he dries or 
cans what he doesn’t eat 
right away. 
And he makes a living 
telling other people how to do

What really counts is

Those are the toughest 
hurdles in a 10-part dog 
intelligence test developed 
and 
published 
by 
school 
psychologist Cathy Coon, 
who once thought her dog 
was 
the dum best in 
the 
world. 
Daiquiri — 
“his mother 
was a registered beagle and 
we’re not sure about his 
father”— did things like sit 
and paw to be let through a 
glass door that already was 
open 
“ I had friends who thought 
they had the sm artest dog,” 
Mrs. Coon said. “ I devised a 
test so we could find out 
exactly how sm art or dumb 
the dogs were and wouldn’t 
expect too much or too little 
from them ." 
One of the more significant 
findings of her three-year 
parttim e study of more than 
IOO dogs was that 
most 
owners had no accurate idea 
of the intelligence of their 
pets. 
“Those that thought their 
dogs were dumb found out 
they were pretty sm art, and 
those that thought their dogs 
were sm art found out they 
were not so sm art,” she said. 
Daiquiri turned out to be 
average. 
On a scale of 0-10, Y’ery 
Dumb to Brilliant, the mean 
test score is 5.75. 
Purebreed hounds scored 
highest, a 7.63 average Toy 
poodles were worst, 4.78. 
Obedience school dogs 
were no better than un­ 
schooled dogs. Mixed breeds 
were about as sm art as pure 
breeds. Male dogs w ere 
slightly sm arter than female 
dogs, but not significantly. 
“ The Dog Intelligence 
Test M anual,” com plete 
with test, scoresheet and 
findings, sells for $3 to dog 
owners curious about the IQ 
of their pets. 
Already the test has been 
put to other uses, however 
An Oregon man wrote to 
say his fiance insisted both 
he and his dog take the test 
to find out which is sm arter 
before the m arriage 


“ I really think most people 
should pass the test,” Mrs. 
Coon said. 
“ If they had 
difficulty passing the test it 
might really be important 
for somebody to look at 
them .” 
She said the test is an 
accurate measure of a dog’s 
intelligence but more impor­ 
tantly it should help m aster 
and pet become closer.

Now. the 34 year old Pitts 
burgh native has learned 
enough to teach courses on 
wild foods and hold cooking 
classes in his home 
Occasionally he even has 


to supply answers where the 
experts fall short 
"Sometimes I’m stumped 
trying 
to 
identify 
mushrooms," he said. "I get 
frustrated with one book and 
turn to another " 
Dubbed the “West Side 
Euell Gibbons" by one ad 
mirer, Lincoff warns that 


some plants are poisonous. 
But. 
for 
the 
informed 
forager, even the coldest 
winter should be no obstacle 
' Dozens of varieties of 
winter greens grow about an 
inch above the ground." he 
said “You just kick back the 
snow and there they are. free 
for the picking "

Tender plants receive the 
best protection when planted 
in locations with a southern 
exposure and under tree 
branches or overhanging 
eaves Such tender plants as 
figvine. 
cam ellias 
and 
hibiscus receive the best 
protection when planted 
along a south wall under an 
overhang 
Conditioning the soil for a 
frost 
attack 
is 
another 
precautionary 
m easure 
This is best accomplished by 
reducing nitrogen fertilizer 
applications starting in late 
sum m er 
Reducing 
the 
water intake will also help 
plants to harden their root 
system and become better 
prepared for cold weather 
However, kee p soil moist at 
the onset of frost as moist 
soil holds more heat 
When frost is imminent, 
cover exposed plants during 
the night with burlap or 
plastic covers and remove 
them during the daylight 
hours 
All plants in con 
tam ers should be taken 
indoors 
Another v.ay to protect 
plants from cold weather is 
to cover the root system by 
mounding or mulching with 
straw , 
grass 
clippings 
cornstalks 
or 
sim ilar 
m aterial 
Such a mulch 
should be six to eight inches 
lf a plant is damaged by 
frost, pruning may help But 
delay the operation until 
early spring so as not to 
expose any new growth to 
another 
attack 
of 
cold 
weather 
Hardy plants such as 
evergreen trees should be 
kept watered to protect them 
from leaf and nx>t burn

Keeps Muskrats, Beavers Out

Tired of 
beaver 
and 
m uskrat dam age to his 
lim ber, 
farm er 
Wayne 
Hampton 
asked 
the 
Arkansas Game and Kish 
Commission if he couldn't 
get some alligators on his 
land 
Soon he and a multituue of 
other south Arkansas land­ 
owners had their wish 
"The day after 24 gators 
were let loose on my land, 
my son saw one lying near a 
beaver house,” said Hamp 
ton "Soon as a beaver came 
out, the alligator attacked 
He just dragged and rolled 
the lieaver under the water ” 
A rkansas is im porting 
alligators from swamps of 
neighboring 
Louisiana, 
which has a surplus of the 
animals 
Since 1972 more 
than 2,(XKI alligators have 


been imported 
and 
state 
officials have landowner re­ 
quests for another 500 
"Since the alligator is on 
our endangered species list, 
we’re trying to re-establish 
them and at the same time 
cut down on the beaver and 
muskrat populations in the 
state," said Dick Broach, 
chief of the Game and Fish 
river 
basins

have proliferated to the point

nuisance anim als" 
Hampton, who is living

Islanders Go ‘Insane’

borrowed liberally from the 
cultures of both Spain and 
the 
United 
States,

neither nation could have 
foreseen 
the 
loosely 
organized form of insanity 
that grips this Caribbean 
island during the Christmas 
season 
It seems to start too early 
and end too late, a six week 
splurge of parties, fireworks 
and dancing in the streets 
that grabs all the tradition it 
can find, shakes it up in a 
uniquely 
Puerto 
Rican 
mixture and pours it out in a 
festival of merriment 
The Christmas season in 
Puerto 
Rico 
has 
three 
l>caks: Christmas day with 
Santa Claus and Christmas 
trees 
imported 
from 
Canada. New Year’s Eve, 
which seems more like the 
end of the world than the end 
of the 
year, 
and Three 
King's Day. Jan 6, a Latin 
feast day marked by fnori* 
gift giving 4 nd5tttniU>,^At - in pent tig 
togethers. 
It all 
starts about (he 
beginning of December, 
wtien the first bars of Puerto 
Rico’s traditional “ jibaro” 
folksongs can be heard in the 
streets They are sung by 
boisterous groups of people 
to the accompaniment of 
guitars, 
bongo 
drums, 
maracas, and the “ cuatro," 
a IO stringed mandolin!ike 
instrument whose glistening 
arpeggios 
form 
what 
slat raiders would recognize 
as the “ typical” l^atin sound. 
Nonreligious 
folksongs 
and the more traditional and 
somber 
“ ag u in ald o s" 
(Christmas carols) are the 
raw material for a Puerto 
Rican 
custom 
called the

Cowboying Is Serious 


KANSAS CITY. Mo. (U P I) 
— He carries a briefcase, 
travels around the country in 
an airplane to get to work, 
and usually has a couple of 
businesses on the side If he 
drives, it’s usually an ex­ 
pensive car. 
He’s the rodeo cowboy — 
1976 version. 
The days of the worn out. 
jalopy-driving, 
hell-for- 
leather cowboy have passed, 
along with railroads, 
big 
bands and the waltz. 
There are still fun times, 
long nights of drinking and 
the don’t-give-a-damn at­ 
titude about life, but today’s 
cowboy has a serious side. 
Most are coming out of 
college and regard rodeoing 
as a profession. 
Rodeoing is big business. 
So 
far 
this 
year 
the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys 
Association — the major 
league of rodeo — has held 
584 shows, 
with 
cowboys 
competing for $6.5 million. 
The season ends Dec. 1-10 
in Oklahoma City when the 
15 top money winners in the 
six major events — saddle 
bronc 
riding, 
bareback 
bronc riding, bull riding, calf 
roping, steer wrestling and 
team roping — gather to 
decide the champions of the 
world. 
It will be the first time the 
champions are announced at 
the Oklahoma City event. 
Previously, champions were 
those who had won the most 
money in each event during 
the year and the titles were 
usually secure before the 
finals opened. This year, 
however, the winners of the 
most money in the 584 rodeos 
leading up to the National 
Finals will get the title of 
“ PRCA Champion” for each 
event. 
‘‘It gives us a big event 
like the World Series or 
Super Bowl where an athlete 
competes all year to qualify 
for the championship and 
then gets a chance to prove 
him self,” 
said 
PR C A 
spokesman Randy Witte. 
The change was designed 
to stimulate interest in the 
finals 
by 
the 
media, 
especially television. Rights 
to televise the final day have 
been sold for $30,000, but the 
rodeo cowboys hope they can 
increase that in the future. 
While the 4,000 cowboys 
who are full-fledged PRCA 
members have accepted the 
change, there are some 
dissenters. 
In the riding events a 
cowboy can score up to IOO 
points, but half of the score 
comes from the animals they 
are riding. 
Cowboys and 
their mounts are matched by 
a blind draw. 
‘‘A guy can come on some 
hard luck and be in trouble,” 
said Kaye Kirby, who with 
brothers Sandy and Butch 
became the 
first 
triple 
brother 
combination 
in 
history to qualify for the 1975 
finals. 
‘‘Heck, look at what hap­ 
pened to me last year,” said 
Kirby, who maintained a 
home in 
Woodston, 
N J., 
when his brothers headed 
west to Greenville, Tex., in 
the mid-1960s. ‘‘I went cold 
in drawing horses and drew 
only two horses out of my IO 
mounts that bucked. It is 
spooky. W e’ll just have to 
see what happens.” 
In recent years there has 


been an influx of collegiate 
stars on the professional 
circuit. Scholarships are be­ 
coming more common for 
collegiate cowboys, and the 
stature of the 
National 
In te rc o lle g ia te 
Rodeo 
Association has improved 
Under rodeo rules a cowboy 
can 
compete 
at 
the 
collegiate level and on the 
PR C A 
circuit 
without 
penalty. 


Among 
the 
dual 
per­ 
formers is Skip Emmett of 
Springdale. Ark , who won 
the N IRA saddle bronc title 
at the University of Ten­ 
nessee in 1975. Emmett is 
currently enrolled 
at 
the 
University of Arkansas and 
rides the P R C A circuit, 
competing in 35 to 40 events 
a year 
‘‘My wife enters in the 
cutting horse 
competition 
and is a 
barrel 
racer,” 
Emmett said. ‘ Rodeoing is 
the only way we can support 
ourselves to 
get 
through 
school and we feel the 
education is important.” 
Emmett, 
who hopes to 
become 
a 
vocational 
agriculture teacher once his 
rodeoing days are over, 
competed at Kansas City at 
the American Royal rodeo 
the 
first 
full 
week 
of 
November — and he didn't 
miss 
any 
school. 
The 
roundtrip drive from 
his 
home to Kansas City is about 
600 miles. 
“ I ’m carrying 17 hours of 
classes and they aren’t 
courses 
you 
can 
slip 
through,” said Em m ett, 
“ but it is all worth it.” 
The books don’t always 
agree 
Emmett figured it cost 
him 
$200 
to compete at 
Kansas City — “ I don’t put 
any value on my 
tune 
because when you’re doing 
something you love you can’t 
put a price on that” — and he 
didn t get a penny of it back. 
But then, like other cowboys, 
Emmett knows you have to 
take your chances and he 
hopes he’ll get his money 
back somewhere else down 
the line. 
Most 
of 
the 
money 
cowboys compete for is their 
own. 
Rodeos 
put 
up 
a 
guarantee, but 70 per cent of 
the money paid out comes 
from entry fees — ranging 
from $25 to $200 — all of 
which goes back into the 
purse to be divided among 
the winners. 
And while they might be 
termed winners, few of the 
200 or so cowboys who at­ 
tempt to make a fulltime 
living on the circuit actually 
come out winners It takes at 
least $18,000 to break even 
and only 50 or so cowboys 
make that much in a year 
Rodeo cowboys used to 
travel the country in cars — 
three, 
four or five guys 
sharing the driving, ex­ 
penses and exhaustion. 
Kaye Kirby recalled he 
was driving from rodeo to 
rodeo a couple of years back 
with his brother Sandy and 
two other cowboys. During a 
week 
span 
they 
covered 
more than 5,000 miles and 
rode at 
seven 
different 
rodeos, 
traveling 
from 
Wyoming, Mich., to Elkhorn, 
Wis., to Yorkton. 
Saskat­ 
chewan 
to 
Lethbridge, 
Alberta to Morris, Manitoba 
to Holly, Minn., to Kansas 
City. 


“ We had to average about 
90 miles an hour to make all 
of them, but we did it.” Kaye 
said “ It was good, but we 
were defeating our whole 
purpose We showed up at 
the rodeos, but our ability 
was gone when we got on a 
bronc or bull We had left it 
in the cars.” 
So now the Kirby brothers, 
like virtually every other 
cowboy 
on 
the 
circuit 
fulltime, 
lease planes, 
at 
least during the busy months 
of Ju ly and August, to fly 
from rodeo to rodeo 
“ It might seem a little 
more expensive, but if you 
get hot and draw good stock 
you can win enough money 
to more than pay for the 
plane.” 
said 
Butch, 
who 
leased a plane with several 
others last summer and put 
in 165 air hours 
“ Actually, if you are doing 
good you can make more 
money flying, 
even after 
expenses, 
than 
driving 
because you can get to more 
rodeos and you are better 
rested and ride better ” 
But 
while 
the 
rodeo 
cowboy has become more 
sophisticated in his business 
approach, 
the 
wanderlust 
remains a part of the nomad 
athlete 
“ I should know better,” he 
said “ When you get married 
you are just doubling your 
expenses. I know my time is 
coming, but it is something 
you have to wait on for 
awhile I ’m getting a pretty 
poor im age 
back 
home 
because the first thing I tell a 
gal is that there’s not going 
to 
be 
a 
permanent 
relationship.” 
But one image all cowboys 
like is the one they have for 
being tough, and few of them 
have to make up stories to 
prove that. 
Butch Kirby had a bull 
step on his chest last sum­ 
mer. “ It hurt my bull-riding 
some for a couple of weeks 
because it half crippled me. 
It messed up my ribs. 


Butch decided to take off 
one day — “ the day after I 
got stepped on I couldn’t 
quite sit up in bed so I took it 
easy” — but then he was 
back on the circuit making 
two to three rodeos a day, 
seven days a week 
Some things never change

Miami and the Bahamas It 
has never had a fatal ac­ 
cident It has never lost a 
plane 
Chalk’s has made more 
than 200,000 flights without 
injury to a passenger It has 
never ow'ned a plane with a 
cruising speed faster than 
150 miles an hour, but its 
customers find that on a 
porta I-to-po ria I basis they 
make the trip from Miami to 
Nassau 30 minutes faster 
than the fastest jet on the

It is one of three U.S.

“ Thinking ah ad you may 
not need a multistory Saturn 
to get things into space,” he 
said 
F’oster hesitates to apply 
the term “ antigravity” to his 
patented idea, preferring to 
describe it as “ converting 
rotary 
motion 
into 
unidirectional motion.” 
“ The gravity is still there 
but you are overcoming it,” 
said Faster, a 55-year-old 
chemical engineer 
The idea is to harness the 
equal and opposite forces of 
spinning gyroscopes forced 
out of their natural plane of 
rotation 
Th< 
harnessed 
force then can be con 
centrated in any direction to 
provide locomotion 
“ It would tx* a third way to 
go.” he said. “ The other two 
are push-pull, or eject mass, 
such as a jet or rocket .’’ 
Foster has spent 14 years 
of parttime work developing 
the idea, getting help on 
model construction from a 
brother and

His primitive models use 
gyroscopes 
powered 
by 
electric motors at the end of 
a 
rotating arm 
inside a 
rectangular frame 
By a 
system of clutches and 
switches the thrust of the 
spinning gyroscopes is har­

to 
provide 
motion in the same direc

models works because of a

problems, but a land model 
reached four miles per hour 
before it flew apart, he said

He once got $150 for 
a charter to Havana to fly a 
Cuban president into exile. 
His airline was the subject of 
a silent movie with Ben Lyon 
and Bebe Daniels. Chalk’s 
planes also were props for a 
television series.

Cheaply, Comfortably 


Space age plastics are 
making it possible to rebuild 
and repair teeth with little 
discomfort and less cost, 
says a Houston pedonciont ist 
(children's dentist.) 
Dr 
Frank 
Faunce, 
assistant 
professor 
of 
periodontics 
at 
the 
University of Texas Health 
Science Center ( UTHSC J 
Dental Branch in Houston, is 
utilizing a technique which 
bonds high impact plastics to 
teeth for repair or cosmetic 
improvement 
In the 
past, 
discolored 
teeth or chipped and broken 
teeth were repaired with 
crowns or caps, says Dr 
Faunce However, with the 


space program's develop 
ment of special 
impact 
resistant plastics, a new age 
of 
bonded 
or 
adhesive 
dentistry began The plastic 
material is bonded to the 
tooth 
by 
using 
a 
dilute 
solution of phosphoric acid 
(similar to citric acid) to 
etch the enamel of the teeth 
Plastic is then pored over the 
tooth to rebuild the fractured 
area, explains Dr Faunce 
A 
temporary 
repair 
method has been used since 
the 1950’s using soft, pliable 
plastic on the tooth, since a 
txmd would form under very 
low 
temperatures 
or 
ultraviolet light

up to one third of children’s 
permanent teeth suffer from 
h y p o p l a s t i c 
ena rn e I 
opacities 
Teeth which do 
not form correctly ) Nearly 
60 percent of all children will 
have a 
iooth 
fractured 
during their childhood, and 
many suffer from discolored 
and stained teeth 
Cr owning these teeth is not 
recommended, 
he 
says. 
since the incisors have not 
c o m p le t e ly 
erupted 
However, the teeth can now 
fie covered with laminate 
veneers which can later be 
removed and changed as the 
child's mouth and teeth 
change 
“ No damage or harm is 
done to the teeth, and the

is 
completely 
reversible.”

The laminate veneers can

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — Please tell me if I can save a 
beautiful navy blue crepe blouse that had been hanging 
in the closet for some time. I find it has faded along tfie 
shoulders and down the sleeves. I tried to dye it but with 
no luck I wonder what else I could try. — MARTHA. 
DEAR MARTHA — I can well understand your 
problem. I once bought a dress on sale (sales were 
final). When looking at it at home in the daylight, I saw 
it marked just as yours. I have always thought such 
fading was from having been in a display window in the 
sun. My dress was pale lilac silk and I also thought it 
could be dyed, but like yours it had no effect on it. My 
dress ended in the rag bag before it was ever worn. If 
any of the readers have corrected such a problem I do 
hope we will be hearing from them. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Paint the cord on your electric hedge 
clippers a bright red or yellow, so it is clearly visible at all 
times There is less danger of snipping the cord. 
I sew snaps on the bottom of my floor length draperies and 
curtains and sew the other half of each snap to the back, part 
of the way up While cleaning I can snap them up out of the 
way of the vacuum cleaner. — MRS. R L. 
DEAR POLLY — To clean batter or whipped potatoes, etc 
from the mixer beaters, I straddle the tines of an old fork over 
each blade. 
When baking a custard or pumpkin pie, I bake the crust for a
